of the Luxor Temple, which had been con- 
ceded to the Museum by the Egyptian 
Government as an offset for the sculptured 
and painted limestone sarcophagus, to- 
gether with an inner painted coffin, of 
cypress, both belonging to the Queen 
Aashait, which had been found by our 
Expedition in her tomb-chamber at Thebes 
and which had been taken by the Egyptian 
authorities for the Cairo Museum in the 
division of the Expedition finds. These two 
statues of Merneptah were placed on exhibi- 
tion last month in the Fifth Avenue Hall, 
as announced in the Bulletin at the time. 
The other objects comprised in this ship- 
ment from Egypt have now been placed on 
exhibition in the Third Egyptian Room, 
which has been cleared for the purpose, and 
will remain on exhibition there throughout 
the winter. They include the objects 
yielded by the Expedition's excavations at 
Lisht and Thebes during the past two 
seasons (1920-21 and 1921-22), and date 
principally from the XI and XII dynasties 
(about 2 1 00- 1 800 B.C.). A description of 
most of the objects and the conditions 
under which they were found has been 
given in the Reports of the work of the 
Expedition for those two seasons, both the 
Report issued as Part II of the Bulletin 
for November, 192 1, and that published 
as Part II of this Bulletin and sent to all 
members and subscribers. They comprise 
a wide variety of objects in various 



materials — such as funerary statuettes, 
ushabti figures, mirrors, toilet vases and 
articles, jewelry (particularly that of the 
Princess Mait, recovered from her tomb at 
Thebes), scarabs, funerary stelae of painted 
wood and of stone, foundation-deposits 
recovered from the temples of Mentuhotep 
and Hatshepsut at Thebes, as well as a 
similar deposit from the Pyramid of 
Amenemhat I at Lisht, and many other 
classes of material. Included in the 
present exhibition also are the remarkable 
series of "Hekanakht letters," on papyrus, 
discovered in a tomb of the XI dynasty 
(2100-2000 B. C.) at Thebes during last 
season's excavations and described in the 
Expedition Report just issued. In order 
to carry out the decipherment and publi- 
cation of these letters, the Egyptian au- 
thorities have permitted them to be 
brought to New York until such time as 
that work can be accomplished, when one 
half of their number must be returned to 
become a permanent part of the Cairo 
collection. 

Among the objects in the present ex- 
hibition which have been acquired by 
purchase in Egypt is one of the most 
representative examples of Egyptian sculp- 
ture yet acquired by the Museum — a life- 
sized kneeling statue, in diorite, of Seti 
I, from Abydos, exhibiting all the finest 
qualities of modeling achieved even by the 
sculptors of that reign and school.
